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CLASS   HISTORY 

1948-11 

Writing  a  history  of  the  class  of  1948-11  presents  a  number  of  problems.  A  history 
should  be  a  systematic  account  of  events  plus  a  philosophical  explanation  of  their 
causes.  To  attempt  any  such  would  be  impossible.  The  events  of  interest  over  a  period 
of  three  years  would  take  volumes  and  1  doubt  if  anyone  could  give  an  explanation  for 
many  of  them. 

There  was  a  time  when  there  were  thirty-nine  of  us.  September  7,  1945— a  mem- 
orable date  in  our  lives.  This  marked  the  beginning  of  the  careers  for  which  we  had 
been  planning.  This  class  was  the  last  to  become  members  of  the  Cadet  Nurse  Corps 
and  with  our  graduation  the  program  will  no  longer  exist. 

Several  of  the  girls  withdrew  from  the  school  during  the  first  few  months. 

We  had  many  thrilling  experiences  in  those  early  days.  Constantly  we  were  amazed 
at  the  many  new  things  with  which  we  became  acquainted.  There  were  times  when 
we  were  dismayed  and  bewildered  by  a  never  ending  stream  of  books,  lectures, 
laboratory  periods,  practice  periods.  I  daresay  not  one  will  ever  forget  our  first  day  in 
the  hospital.  Nor  will  we  forget  how  eagerly  we  looked  forward  to  those  weekends 
at  home. 

Near  the  end  of  the  preclinical  period  the  class  elected  the  following  officers: 
Edith  Byers,  President;  Edith  Johnson,  Vice-President;  Rachel  McClain,  Secretary; 
Mary  Grant,  Treasurer.  We've  married  off  two  secretaries,  Rachel  McClain  and  Mary 
Everhardt.  The  present  holder  of  that  coveted  office  is  Wanda  McDonald. 

Miss  Mary  Hayes  served  as  our  class  sponsor  until  January  1947  when  she  left  for 
Hawaii.  Miss  Loretta  Fayhe  was  elected  only  to  resign  a  short  time  later.  Since  April 
1947  Miss  Rosamond  Shipp  has  served  as  our  sponsor. 

On  March  15,  1946  an  even  two  dozen  of  our  class  received  the  first  symbol  of 
progress  in  our  careers— the  beautiful  white  caps.  Capping  stands  out  in  our  memory 
as  one  of  the  most  important  events  in  our  history. 

Always  our  class  has  been  lively— maybe  a  lot  too  noisy.  But  with  the  passing  of  time 
and  the  added  responsibilities  we've  become  more  subdued  in  that  respect. 

During  our  second  year  we  became  acquainted  with  3-11,  night  duty  and  the 
specialized  services  of  obstetrics,  operating  room  and  pediatrics. 

At  the  end  of  this  year  we  received  another  symbol  of  our  progress.  This  time  it  was 
a  black  ribbon  to  wear  on  our  cap. 

With  the  passing  months  several  others  left  the  class  to  become  brides.  So  now 
there  are  seventeen  members  of  our  class. 

In  just  six  months  we  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  the  third  symbol— the  graduate 
uniform.  Of  course,  it  thrills  us  to  think  of  that  day,  but  the  ultimate  goal  lies  in  the 
future.  For  each  of  us  that  means  a  life  of  service.  Here  at  Charlotte  Memorial  Hospital 
we  have  had  well  rounded  opportunities  for  preparing  ourselves.  We  wish  to  express 
our  sincere  appreciation  to  everyone  who  has  labored  to  make  these  opportunities 
available. 

The  following  bit  of  verse  contains  a  thought  which  we'll  do  well  to  remember  as 
we  begin  our  careers  as  graduate  nurses. 

"Is  it  for  gold,  this  uniform  of  service 

The  spotless  garb  of  dignity  you  wear? 

Is  it  just  for  beauty's  sake  and  beauty  only? 

Has  set  the  snowy  cap  upon  your  hair? 

Is  it  for  these  you  spend  long  hours  of  labor? 

No,  sweeter  far  your  recompense  will  be— 

'Ye  who  have  served  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren,' 

The  Master  said,  'Have  ministered  unto  me'."
